F. No. 1 1(52)2010-M.I. —1. The Union Cabinet, in October2007 ordered the setting up of a High Powered Committee 
n !‘ C] ;• thoroughly review the functioning of the Geological Survey of India [GSI] and assess its capacity to meet the 
.-merging challenges taking into account the organization’s technological and manpowerresources. The HPC submitted its 
Report on 31st March, 2009 with recommendations suggesting a major restructuring of the Geological Survey of India. 
Ministry of Mines has accepted the recommendations of the HPC for implementation. 

2. The HPC had observed in its Report that Geoscience today constitutes a huge and fast expanding canvas. On 
the one hand, advancements in science and technologies are constantly providing new and previously undreamt of 
opportunities to explore the near-infinite variety which comprises the earth and its systems: the lithosphere, biosphere, 
hydrosphere and atmosphere. On the other hand, globalization in’ all its socio-economic dimensions is posing new and 
increasingly complex challenges to science in general and geoscience in particular. Even the term ‘geoscience’ is undergoing 
expansive change as the interdependency of processes on earth is being revealed in more and more detail. 

3. The HPC further observed that the science strategy to meet the challenge of finding the resources to meet 
increasing demands and to predict and, if possible, mitigate the adverse impacts that we are having on our planet has to be 
broad and multidisciplinary. The three dimensions which have to be part of any science strategy is:— 

• Firstly the need for an ‘ecosystem-based’ response. 

, > 

• Secondly, the fact that understanding the issues and finding responses involves a very high degree of 
geospatial information; and 

• Finally, the fact that some of the cumulative impact of the changes are now becoming significant enough to be 
able to be compared with similar evfcnts in the geological past. 

4. The HPC has concluded that there is, therefore, a temporal dimension spanning geological periods, and study 
of the geological past will give indications of the trends for the future, and may help shape responses and mitigate effects 
in diverse areas. 

5. While the National Mineral Policy guides the Ministry of Mines in terms of mineral development and regulation, 
there is no overarching policy in respect of general geoscientific activities of the Ministry; and to assist the Ministry in 
steering GSI in line with national geoscientific priorities and its vision. In order to achieve the long-term objective of the 
Ministry and to give concrete shape to the Vision for GSI, it has been considered appropriate to constitute a ‘Geoscience 
Advisory Councir to advise the Ministry of Mines on geoscientific policy matters in general and the role and direction of 
the Geological Survey of India in particular under the chairmanship of Hon’ ble Minister of Mines as per Composition given 
asunder:—

7. Terms of reference of the Geoscience Advisory Council 

(i) Advising the Ministry on geoscientific policy initiatives including synergetic coordination with similar 
activities in other institutions. 

(ii) Prioritizing GSI thrust activities, recommending new technologies and methodologies and geoscientific 
collaborations. 

(iri) Identifying new areas for fundamental and multidisciplinary geosciences (including global/climatic change) 
and recommending methods for optimizing resources for scientific R&D in such areas, including building 
of geoscientific partnerships at national and international levels with research, academic and policy 
making institution. 

(iv) Recommending networking and synergy with regard to sharing of scientific information including 
organization of events, publication policies, internet application etc. 

(v) To recommend ways of popularizing geosciences for buildinq an informed citizenry. 

TENURE 

8. The council will meet as often as necessary but at least once in six months. 

9. The Geoscience Advisory Council to be reconstituted every four years.
